Two weeks ago Krchmar, 46, unem- 
ployed ex-coal miner, was so 
death that physicians’ realized his 
heart would quit within a few hours. 
Tonight he was resting easily at Lake- 
side hospital, brought back from the 
very verge of death by Dr. Claude 
S. Beck’s revolutionary operator. 

Physicians were increasingly confi- 
dent that the operation will prove. a 
genuine boon to ageihg men and wom- 
en whose hearts are faltering because 
of lack of blocd caused by hardening 
and thickening of the coronary ar- 
teries, 

Krchmar still was not out of dan- 
ger, physicians explained, but if he 
lives another two weeks without fur- 
ther attacks of the dread angina, he 
will be considered completely cured. 
Shooting pains which brought agony 
to his chest and a premonition 
death to his brain have disappeared. 

Small chest muscles which Dr. 
Beck’s skillful scalpel attached to the 
wall of the heart gradually are adher- 
ing to the ailing organ and are ‘‘feed- 


up for the lack caused by the thick- 
ening arteries. 

Krchmar will be kept in bed at 
least another two weeks, after which 
he will be allowed to sit up and re- 
ceive visitors. 

Meanwhile, in near-by Chardon, 
Krehmar’s wife, Laura, goes about 
her work in a high school lunch room 
and ‘remembers the agonizing minutes 
in the still, white operating room 
when she watched the surgeons. scal- 
pel cut away at her husband's heart.

Travel is not growing any more 
pleasant in Africa. The effect of that 
massacre of Jules Bernard in Somali- 
land, who perished with 18 men, in 
an attack by a howling mob of 5,000 
savage Abyssinian tribesmen, is tre- 
mendous on the natives all over. It 
stirs them to thoughts of vengeance 
and liberation. 

Incidentally, I cannot withhold here 
an observation I have made in the 
course of my journey through the 
black continent. It is this: How far 
ahead are the southern states after 
‘all in their treatment of the negro 
when you compare the-record of cer- 
|tain European nations! Yet some of 
those European nations did an al- 
mighty big lot of shouting against 
the Confederacy at the time of the 
Civil War.- The southern states would 
have abolished slavery of their own 
accord, but gradually and without in- 
flicting a shock to the -economy of 
the south, that might well have been 
a death blow. Slavery, we now real- 
ize, was not the fundamental issue at 
stake in the Civil War. The north 
was rapidly industrializing, the south 
remained agricultural. But the uorth 
needed expanding markets for its pro- 
ducts. The south, where life remain- 
ed almost patriarchal, had no need 
for many of ‘those products. It had 
home industry. It resisted the indus- 
trial and commercial pressure of the 
| North. Then the slavery issue was 
introduced. An idealogy was set up 
‘to mask the very material interests of 
ithe north. 


| This always happens. Man does 
‘not want to vome out bluntly and 
‘selfishly with the statement that he 
is fighting for his own selfish inter- 
ests. No, he seeks cover in an ideal. 
He sets up an ideology. The ideology 
the north set up was the slavery issue. 
That is the real economic interpreta- 
tion of the Civil War, briefly stated, 
of course.

The north had on the whole the 
moral support of all €@rward-looking 
peoples in the world. Support for the 
northern ideology, that is, for the real 
issue, was not mentioned a great deal.

If the issue of slav- 
ery was so sacrosanct in those days 
to the great majority of Europe, why 
have they forgotten all about it now 
that they control large sections of Af- 
rica which are inhabited by native 
races?

Nevertheless, when 
I compare this status to that of his 
fellow-negroes in Africa, I say the 
southern American negro lives in a 
paradise. . 

The world was shocked some years 
ago by Arthur Conan Doyle's revela- 
tions about the atrocious treatment of 
the blacks in the Belgian Congo. Bel- 
gium came in for a terrific moral chas- 
tisement. Today things are worse than 
they were in the day Conan Doyle 
nassed through. And not only in the 
telgian Congo. All over Africa the 
native is treated almost with the same 
disregard as we reserve for a_ beast. 
And few are the idealists in Europe, 
a mere handful, who fight for bet- 
ter conditions in the colonies. Very 
few! I-know but four or five disin- 
terested individuals, such as_ Profes- 
sor Felcien Challave in Paris, who 
dare speak out occasionally against the 
abuse of power. 

If a millionth part of the terror was 
exercised against the negro >in the 
southern states that there is in Af- 
rica. the world would be roaring with 
indignation.

ENCOURAGEMENT WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The best-bal- 
anced business picture since the depres- 
sion started is presented by the chart this month of official gov- 
ernment figures. , i . geet : 
Industry has surged forward steadily since last September. Dur- 
ing the last 60 days it has maintained the level of about 90 per cent 
of normal operations. This has brought factory employment up to 
81. per cent of normal and wages*to 67 per cent, leaving wages, 
however, still somewhat out of line. = 
Retail business has -remained about the same during this five- 
month industrial surge, operating at about 75 per cent of normal. 
The railroads are still lagging around 65 per cent of normal, but are 
showing improvement. The general price level has been mount- 
ing for five months, but only because foods affected by the drouth 
are soaring temporarily. Other prices have not shown much change. 


CHART All this you may see by a glance at the following chart. 

It contains figures compiled by various government and 
private agencies, brought up to date by expert private estimates for 
February. 

Each figure (except prices) is based on the 1923-25 averages 
as 100, All figures, except pay rolls, are adjusted for seasonal 
yariations so that they accurately reflect where we stand without 
regard to seasonal trends.

SHADOWS Behind this bright picture is the fact that certain 

industrial lines have been easing up slightly during 
the last two weeks of February. This is noticeable particularly in 
steel, but not in industry generally.

FACTORS The reason steel dropped was because automobile 

production is leveling off. Therein you have the 
best example of why it is difficult to gauge the immediate pros- 
pects of industry. 

Steel production reached a maximum of 55 per cent three 
weeks ago, but it will soon be back around 45 per cent. Automo- 
bile production increased by fewer than 500 cars for the week 
ended February 23. Yet those inside the automobile trade will tell 
you that production for the first quarter of the year will be around 
a million cars. It was 293,000 for January, probably 350;000 for 
February and need be only 350,000 for March to approximate a 
million for the quarter. 

After that, motor car output will depend entirely on sales. No 
one can hazard even a good guess as -to what these will be. 


HINTS The best indication that industry generally is holding up 
weil lies in electric power consumption data. It has va- 
ried less than half a point during the last four weeks. Another hint 
of underlying strength is the car-loading figure, which has been 
showing slightly more than seasonal improvement lately. 


BUILDING The one almost hopeless factor is building. After 

the first brief flush of PWA activity a year ago, 
building has failed to show anything but slight occasional flurries, 
which never developed into a trend. The latest favorable flurry is 
in residential building. January contracts were up to $22,400,000, 
a 50 per cent improvement over December. The amount, of course; 
is insignificant. PWA contracts awarded by Secretary Ickes in Jan- 
uary amounted to $36,000,000, which was about. one-third of the 
volume in that month last year. There will be hope for building after 
the pending work relief bill passes, but not before. 


PRICES The prices of only three commodities are relatively 

higher than farm and food prices now. That is, only 

the prices of building materials, hides-leather, and metals are nearer 
the 1926 level. And food prices are still going up. 

The food price level for the January 12 week was 79.7 and by 

the February 16 week it was up to 83.1 in the official figures. But, 

for the same weeks, all other prices actually decreased slightly, 


from 71 to 70.2.

Now our honest man is filed away 
from routine wretchedness which he 
enjoyed along the Bowery and may 
never be allowed to strap on his sand- 
wich boards and shuffle along the 
streets again. He is nuts in a sane 
world, a misfit who couldn’t possibly 
understand the world today. 

He could never realize that the way 
to get out of debt is to borrow and 
spend more money, that the way to 
relieve hunger is'to destroy food, that 
the way to recovery is to increase 
prices of commodities which people 
couldn’t find the money to buy if they 
cost only half as much. He-would 
think, in his wild, rambling way, that 
the way to preserve the’ peace would be 
to destroy the guns instead of build- 
ing more and if you were to ask him 
about the Townsend plan he would 
give you the crazy answer that you 
can’t expect taxpayers to pay other 
people, without dependants, more 
money for loafing than the taxpayers 
themselves receive to support their 
families and pay their taxes. 


Wrong Our honest man would 
give you all these wrong 
‘Answers. answers because he is, 
| unforturkitely, out of his 
mind with no ability to reason things 
out in an orderly way. It must be 
pretty terrible to be nuts in a world 
of rational, intelligent people and un- 
able to appreciate the meaning o 
sound reasoning. 


Old Frank, being nuts, would squirm 
in his straight jacket and try to beat 
his swirling head against the quilted 
walls of the padded room if you were 
to sit down and explain to him why 
it is an unfortunate thing for vet- 
erans of the war to demand a bonus 
of a dollar a day but all right for 
Eugene R. Grace of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company to receive bonuses of 
$3,669,000 for three years’ work manu- 
facturing munitions. 


Probably, if it comes down to that, 
our honest man would be happier 
spending the rest of his life where 
he is, protected from the contemplation 
of the ways of a sane world in which 
he would be hopelessly out of step. He 
might think a bonus of ten dollars a 
day little enough to pay a common 
soldier, considering how much Mr. 
Grace received in bonuses and that 
would be a ruinous plan entirely such 
as only a*crazy man could think of.

Despite the weakening of the Me- 
Carran forces, however, no senate ac- 
tion on the measure will be possible 
until Monday. After spending some 
time in inconclusive debate today the 
senate adjourned over the week-end. 

The American Federation of Labor 
tonight sought to bolster the McCar- 
ran stand. William Green, federation 
president, in a radio address, predict- 
ed that rejection of the wage amend- 
ment would “completely: destroy every 
gain made by the wage earner during 
the past two years of recovery.” 

“Payment of wage rates lower than 
those prevailing in the community will 
inevitably undermine the entire wage 
structure throughout the country,” 
Green said, adding he believed it would 
also “send the country back to a state 
of chaos and economic disorder such 
as was experienced in March, 1933.” 

While the proposition was bandied 

about on the senate floor, negotiators 
for a settlement held a series of off- 
stage conferences. Senator Wagner, 
democrat, New York, one of the most 
active negotiators, reported at a late 
hour that he believed a-break in the 
deadlock was near. 
_ The proposition under consideration 
is to rewrite the language of the Mc- 
Carran amendment so that its back- 
ers would not meet complete defeat, 
but so, at the same time. the president 
would be given the final say on what 
wages shall be paid to the relief work- 
ers. 

This was to be submitted to the 
president by Senator Robinson, along 
with a suggestion that the senate ap- 
propriations committee, to which the 
measure was remanded, might report 
out a direct relief bill and get it into 
conference with the house to work out 
a compromise. 

Snell Urges Direct Relief. 

Challenging the democrats in the 
house, Representative Snell, of New 
York, the republican leader, introduced 
a resolution for $880,000,000 direct 
relief appropriation. 

“Tf the democratic leaders are really 
and honestly in.earnest about meet- 
ing the relief situation,” said Snell, 
“they will give this resolution im- 
mediate consideration.” 

This would give congress ample 
time, the New Yorker said, to go into 
the work-relief situation. 

Immediately, hocvever, _ Speaker 
Byrns blocked the proposal, saying, 
“It’s thumbs down as far as 1 am 
concerned.” 

Again faced by a shortage of funds 
for the present direct aid program, 
Relief Administrator Hopkins asked 
for $80,000,000 Bo a ounded cde 
funds for the first three weeks 
March. The PWA has $143,000,000 
available. hg 

Secretary Ickes, the PWA adminis- 
trator, announced shortly afterward 
that Mr. Roosevelt had approved the 
‘transfer. Then he renewed his pre- 
diction that the $4,880,000,000 bill 
would be passed without the prevail- 
ing wage amendment. : ea Ee 

“The general economic situation In 
the country calls for a bill of that 
nature,” said Ickes. at a press con- 
ference. “I have a profound faith 
that congress, realizing the situation, 
will pass the kind jof bill the country 
ought to have.” 

Farm Bureau Makes Plea. 

Earlier,’a recommendation from the 
American farm bureau federation fa- 
vyoring work relief “at any livable 
wage” was submitted to the White 
House, where some interpreted it as 
backing President Roosevelt's stand 
against the McCarran amendment. 

“The American farmer,” said the 
federation, “cannot and does not ap- 
prove any continuation of plans and 
operations connected with the federal 
relief projects during the last two 
years which have in many instances 
promoted a desire on the part of some 
citizens to be unemployed and in other 
instances have developed an alarming 
thought in the minds of many that 
the government owes them a living.” 

Opening senate debate on the Me- 
Carran amendment, Senator Reynolds 
said that “judging from some of the 
letters and telegrams I have received 
from my state of North Carolina, I am 
thoroughly convinced of the fact that 
the McCarran amendment is grossly 
misunderstood.” . 

The main argument against the pre- 
vailing wage amendment, he said, was 
that it would “interfere with indus- 
try” but that he was not in accord 
with that belief. 

“None of us are desirous of ham- 
pering industry,” he insisted. “In 
my opinion the McCarran amendment 
will not in any single sense hamper 
industry.” 

He said his understanding was that 
while the relief workers would be paid 
at the prevailing wage rates, the 
monthly pay would be around $50-a 
month. Answering assertions by Sen- 
ator Robinson that if adopted the 
amendment would cost $2,000,000,000 
more if the 3,500,000 men on relief 
rolls are put to work, the North Caro- 
linian said he would vote for an ad- 
ditional two billion.

This seems strange to us; but in 
China people commonly look upon 
death after the age of 60 as more 
of a blessing than an event of sad- 
ness. A Chinese may buy his own 
coffin on his 60th birthday. . without 
waiting for someone to give it to him | 


the next year. 
The coffin is made from heavy | 


planks, usually from one to four inches | 
thick, but sometimes with a thickness |

In an old-fashioned funeral, giant 
figures are carried in a parade, A 
man, partly hidden from sight, walks 
under each of the figures—which are 
likely to be from 10 to 14 feet tall. 
Other men, or boys, are hired to carry 
banners telling the: deeds of the per- 
son who has died. 

The coffin is carried on the sheul- 
ders°of eight or more men. When it 
is placed in the grave, firecrackers may 
be exploded. 

After the death of a rich Chinese. 
paper figures of two coolies and of 
a sedan chair may be burned, to make 


‘sure that the spirit will be carried 


about. Paper money likewise goes 
up in smoke, perhaps with a paper 
motor car as well,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The 
patronage policy which has-incited a 
widespread democratic uprising © on 
Capitol Hill was described today by 
Georgia’s senator, Walter F. George 
as “a mistake of the administration.”

Statler Heiress 
Puzzles Coroner’s Jury 


* Death 


PINEHURST, N. C., Feb. 28.— 
(P)—Mystery. surrounding the death 
of Mrs. H. Bradley Davidson, young 
heiress to the late hotel magnate, E. 
M. Statler, deepened today with a re- 
port by autopsy physicians that al- 
though there was evidence of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, their investiga- 
tion had not. disclosed the source of 
a number of small bruises, and would 
be continued. 

The coroner’s jury, convened yester- 
day shortly after the death of the 
talented young woman in Moore 
county hospital, received the report 
of the physicians, It then recessed un- 
til tomorrow afternoon, or later, to 
await completion of the autopsy. 


Mrs. Bradley, formerly Elva Stat- 
ler, was found unconscious under the 
wheel of her automobile in a closed 
garage at the family home here early 
yesterday. She was taken to the hos- 
pital where her illness was ascribed 
to carbon-monoxide poisoning, and 
every effort made to save her, but 
she died within two hours. 


Arrangements were made.to take 
the body tonight to the medical school | 
of Wake Forest College, near Raleigh, 
for the remainder of the medical ex- 
amination, 

Dr. C. C. Carpenter, of the Wake 
Forest medical faculty, who assisted 
Dr. M. W. Marr, of Pinehurst, in per- 
forming the autopsy, told the jury of 
inquest : 

“The only condition found capable 
of producing death was carbon-monox- 
ide poisoning, but certain chemical 
analyses and microscopic examinations 
will be required before the autopsy is 
completed.” 

About a dozen small bruises, de- 
scribed as of superficial nature and 
not more than 48 hours old were re- 
ported by the physician as found on 
the right hip and thighs of the -body. 
He gave no indication of his opinion 
as to their importance, if any, or sig- 
nificance. |

Davidson, was expected to arrive here 
late tonight from Buffalo. It was un- 
derstood that she would be accom- 
panied by some executives ofthe Stat- 
ler enterprises.

The Auction in Contract 
We have been asked by some play~ 
ers, beginners in the game of con- 


tract bridge, to state in simple terms 
the definition of an auction. There 
seems to be some confusion in their 
minds. [I am aiways glad to lear 
up the perplexities encountered by 
those making their debut on the stage 
+ cotter, 

the auction is that period during 
which any player in proper turn may 
make a call. A call comprises a pass, 
or bid, double or redouble. The aue- 
tion begins when the deal is finished 
and ends when three players have 
passed a bid, double or redouble. 

The dealer must open the auction 
by making ‘he first call; thereafter 
each player in turn (clockwise) must 
make a call. If the dealer's first call 
iS a pass, and the other three pass 
in turn after him, the hand is aban- 
doned. In duplicate play the cards 
are returned to the board and the 
score marked as a “pass.” In rub- 
ber play, the hands are thrown in and 
the deal passes to the next player on 
the left, who uses the other pack for 
a new deal. 

If a player changes his call in 
practically the. same breath, so that 
it is obviously to correct a slip of 
the tongue, the call stands as correct- 
ed. A player may not otherwise 
change any of his calls, except as pro-

HAVANA, Feb. 28.—(#)—Presi- 
dent Carlos Mendieta lashed out at 
striking students and school teachers 
today with the charge that their move- 
ment was “political, communistic and 
revolutionary.” 


His cabinet riddled by five resigna- 
tions in the face of the strike, which 
claims over 300,000 adherents, Men- 
dieta broke his recent silence to de- 
nounce bitterly leaders of the move 
ment who have openly asserted they 
seek Mendieta’s overthrow. 

The government, Mendieta warned, 
is “maintaining an attitude of watch- 
fulness” and “the authorities will take 
necessary measures” to halt any dis- 
orders. 

Under the national constitution, no 
policeman, soldier or other law en- 
forcement officer can enter university 
property and hence strike leaders have 
been holding their meeting without 
fear of interference.
